She always had a book in her hand. 

Erin Forde said her late mother 
Beatrice Williams loved books and 
enjoyed helping the Pelham Public 
Library. 

Mysteries were her favourite but her 
mother liked all kinds of books, said 
Forde. 

The Pelham Public Library honored 
Mrs. Williams at its volunteer appreci¬ 
ation last week with a display of some 
of the books she “adopted” through its 
adopt-a-book program. 

Mrs. Williams bought about $8,000 
worth of books, said library director 
Stephanie Stowe. 

“She would ask for a list of books,” 
Stowe said. “She would fill it out and 
ask for another list. 

In the adopt-a-book program, you 
can buy a book through the library’s 
purchasing system and get to read it 
first before it goes on the shelves. 

“We have about four dozen people 
who regularly help us buy books,” 
said Stowe. Their name is put on the 
book. Prices of books purchased for a 
library collection are usually lower 
than regular retail prices. 

During the appreciation reception, 
the library acknowledged help it has 
received from its volunteers. 

Library board chair Robert Winter 
thanked the Fonthill Lioness Club for 
its annual donation of $500, which is 
used for large-print books and audio 

He gave a nod to the Welland 
Kiwanis Club for its literacy program. 
It allowed library staff to visit local 
classrooms for story time and pro¬ 
mote the library as well as provide 
reading materials.

“Over the years the festival has 
raised more than $250,000,” he said 
and helped to build the Fonthill 
branch and its Festival Room in which 
the reception was being held.

The Friends of Maple Acre in Fen¬ 
wick and the Friends of the Library in 
Fonthill. 

Each has a fundraising event 
coming up.

Friday, Nov. 27, 4 p.m. to 9 p.m. and 
Saturday, Nov. 28 from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
at Pelham Fire Station No. 2 in Fen¬ 
wick. Proceeds go to the Maple Acre

Taylor-Ridgway said donations of prizes have been down 
a bit this year reflecting economic conditions.”

Tweedsmuir histories remembered

At the October meeting of the Sing¬ 
er’s Comers Women’s Institute, mem¬ 
bers had the opportunity of looking 
over this Branch’s TWeedsmuir History 
books, which are in the care of Marion 

These community histories are a 
comprehensive, factual collection of 
historical data and treasured pictures 
of a local community. 

The idea for preserving the interest¬ 
ing history of the Canadian people 
and places, their customs and activi¬ 
ties of a developing land is attributed 
to Lady TWeedsmuir, wife of the Gov- 
ernor General of Canada, Lord 
TWeedsmuir. In 1940, the TWeedsmuir 
Histories were launched, and it 

has become one of the most out¬ 
standing and valuable projects of the 
Women’s Institutes. 

At this meeting, some members 
gave the history of their homes. 
Vivian Shoalts’ home was built in 1840, 
and in 1963-64 was dismantled and 
reassembled on Zion Road in Wain- 

The Egerter family lived in their 
17-room home on Egerter and Barron 
Roads for 100 years, surrounded by 


hundreds of acres of their farm. 

The Wellland canal was being built 
at that time, and many workers 
boarded at the nearby Egerter home. 

Vici Dunk’s home on Holland Road 
sits beside the remains of the founda¬ 
tion of a schoolhouse which served 
the village of St. Johns from 1844- 
1879. 

While rearranging the scattered 
boulders to reflect the original out¬ 
lines of the 27-foot square building, 
she and Ron found a stoneware ink¬ 
well, perfectly preserved, buried in 

She brought it along, as well as pic¬ 
tures of the Union School Section 4, 
Thorold and Pelham school, which 
stood on the site of the present Out¬ 
doors Studies Centre. 

President Betty Ralph outlined the 
history of Pre-hung Doors, which 
recently opened their new showroom 
on Kottmeier Road and Hwy. 20. 

Another member brought photo¬ 
copied selections from her grand¬ 
mother’s autograph book with entries, 
in beautiful flowing handwriting, 
dating from 1887. 

Newspaper clippings of recent 
events of the neighbourhood were 
passed around, and wifl be included 


in the History book. 

A vote of thanks was extended to 
Sophie Paroschy and all who partici¬ 
pated in the Niagara Regional 
Exhibitiion, where many prizes were 
won in cooking, baking, knitting and 
gardening. 

A recent flea market was also suc¬ 
cessful, and the Branch appreciates 
the generosity of Sobey’s in Fonthill 
for the use of their sidewalk space.
